The ſhrieks and cries of my dear babes 
perfectly ſtunned me: I think I hear them 
ſtill in my ears; I (hall not eaſily, T am con- 
fident, if ever, forget them. There I lay, 
preaching patience to the little innocent 
creatures, till day began to appear. 
Prayers and tears, the primitive chriſtians 
weapons, we had great plenty of to defend 
us withal!; but had the houſe fallen upon 
our heads, we were in that fright we could 
ſcaroely have had power tòõ riſe for the preſent, 
or dolany thing for our ſecurity.
